Vpen the which,in all haſte departing from 


Thurin on Tueſday being the 17. of Decem- - 


ber,came by polte to /a Rychz, a towne diſtans 
foure leagues from Geneue, on Satrerday 'be= 


_ 1ngthe 21.0f the ſaid moneth: ;'wherehe had 


in readinefſe about three thouſand men, parte 
Spaniards and It«lians,part of his ownefubicts 


with ſome Frenchmen. Having allembledibe«” 


fore him all the cheefes and captaines, hedil: 
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couered ynto them his purpoſe & enterpriſe, P 
exhorting them to doe yaliauntlic. He ordat- 
neth for the-purpoſe-300.of the moſt reſolued 
ſouldiers: and ſo he himfelfe accompanieth 
them towards the ſaid cittie, where they did 
arrive about twohoures after midnight. The 
Duke remayning a quarter ofa league from 
the cittie , Monſicur D'albzny his Lieuten- 
nant generall, raketh the oath ofall the ſoul- 
' diers to line and dic 1n the ſurpriſe ofthe ſarde 
cittie, And thereafter encouraging them, and 
gluing exprescharge not to enter in booting 
or ſpoile,nor to defile wiues or maides, vnrill 
_ thetime they vere maiſters of the cittie, it 
| ſhould be permitted vnto them. He approa- 
cheth with. a part of his companies towardes 
thatpart of the cittic, where the riuer Roſne 
takes his courſe betwixe the nunt-houſe, cal- 
led the Coine-porte,and the newe-porte:and 
hauingcauſcd the ſouldiers bring with them a 
great nomber of faggots and flakes,made paf 
ſage through the trenche, filled with water a- 
 boutthreefoote 1n hezghe. Approching tothe 
- wall,they laid to their fcalades,. made of pee- 
ces indentedone within another , by which 
the choiſe of the nomber made ſtraight way 
toclimbethewall, armed (for the moſt parte) 
with Harquebuze,Cutlace,and Corllet: ſome 
others carrying Petares, with all ſortes of in- 


ftrumeats and engines, for breaking vp aſwel

. theportes, as dores of houſes, which werefo 


quietly. convoyed withour any perceauing of 
any one Sentinell, yea nor of Inm who was 
diſtant abour 50. paces from that part where 
they centered ypen, becauſe of the darkeneſſe 
ofthe night, andthe thick foggie miſt, with a 
little colde ſharpe winde favouring theirpur- 
poſe. Nowe hauing entred about the nombee 
of three or foureſcore, finding the Sentinel, 
flayes him : and then drawing themſelues a- 
part,they paſſe by the firſt round: the ſecond 
paſsing and perceauing fome noiſe, would fee 
whatt ſhould meane, & ſo approaching, the 
enemicſcazd vpon them: in the meane while 
he that carried the lanterne- takes himto his - 
fecte, and gtues the firſt alarum to the towne. 
From thence the enemy makesb1s way to the 
newe-porte, which was diſtantthenee about 
two hundreth paces , andforces the Corps obs 
guarde compoled ofthe nomber of abour 2 5, 
men, who maderefiſtance, but inend were 
broken. And ſo the enemie preaſſed to apply 
the Petarre to make vpthe port for entering 
of their compares. In the meane time,ccttain 
of the citizens conveene themſelues at the 
Towne-houſc , & makes re-encounter to the 
enemy,the combate on both ſides beeirig ſo 
bore and fierce, that the place of the forclaide 
New-porte, was taken and forſaket againe; 
wehichtroubled hinmthat was in works wi

the Petarreat the Porte, who is forced to flee | 
and inflying is (laine . Atlaſt the nomber of 
citizens increaſing, the enemies were repul- 
ſed back to their companies,who continuallie 
were entring vpon the wall, mounting co the 


nomber then of 200. and were cryingaloude,: * 


Ville gaignee, vine Eſpaigne, vine Savoye,ec. And 
ſecing they could not have pallage through 
the ſtreets of the town, but by the backſide of 
houſes which toyned vpon the wall , * hauing 
applycd two Petars at the Mint or Cein-port 
they alſo forced open two dores of houſes, 
whereby ſundric of the Captaines cntring, 
founde reſiſtance there, ſome beeing (laine of 
both ſides. Enduring thoſe re-encountrings, 
the cannon of the towne vpon the bulwark of 
the new-porte,charged with chaine-bullet & 
ether iron ſtuffe, plaics, and breakes the ſca- 
lades a-ſunder, and wounds thirtie or fourtie 
of the enemy that were clyming the wall, 
which made the reſtto retire from the wall: 
not beeing ſo bolde as to preſent againe the 
relt of the ſcalades. Who h_ their enter- 
priſe diſappointed by the great reſiſtance 
made by the Citizens within the towne, and 
finding no ſuccour by their companions (as 
they hoped for) who ſhould haue charged the 
town on anotherpart,they cauſe to ſound the 
retrait by Trumpet, whereby the remanent of 
their companions within the towne did begin 
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to giue oucr courage, retyring themſclues to 
the wall to eſcape . But whales ts ary not 
all come by the ſcalades, yer reſting on the 
wall,they threwe themſclues downe fromthe 
wall, beeing hotely purſued by the citizens. 
The combate continuing ſo furious betwixe 
the houſes and the porte, vntill the fife houre 
inthe morning, there was nothing in the 
towne but (laughter, and taking of priſoners. 
Slaine about Fo. Priſoners,taken 13. Amon 

the dead was knoyvne a ſonne of Marquis 7 
Zulm,vvichthe ſon of Marquis de.Trefort, Dlow- 
ſiew de Cornaze, and dela Tour Lieuetennant & 
Enfeignie to Monſreur D\Albieny: and the moſt 
part of thereſt,yyer men of account, yyherof 
the. names are not yet come to knovvledge. 
The 13.prifoners yyere at once caried tothie - 
place of examination,to dravve outof them 
confeſsion,vvher-upon their procefſes.yvere 
containing this,thatthey,as breakers of peace 
*brigandesvider night, intending to; fuepryfe 
and ſpoyle the towne, vyere condemaedto 
he hanged : vvhich-vyas put to execution in 
the after-noone,; vpon: the bulwarcke of the 
' new-porte,on a gallos of three pillers made 
for the purpoſe. The. principall three of theſe 
were Monfieur de Sonas, Monſieur d Attignac,and 
Schaffardon, The reſt vvere of inferiourrank.In 
the trenche yyas: founde a greate number of 
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ovho yet live , Theheades vyere cut off both 
ofthemthat vycre hanged, and of them rhac 
vere flaine. , and yyereſeta-long vpon the 
vvall,yy here they entred vpon.There-after it 
was reported yntothe Citie, that the enemies 
retiring,had caryed away:many dead & hurt, 
and that they had Icft belinde ther in a vil. 
lage d'Ztrembheres diltant a league from the 
Towne,a barne full of them : among vvhome 
vvasthe Baron De La Yaldſaire generall of the 
infantarte,and many other. commanders. -Of 
thoſe of the Towne xy. or 16. vyere founde 
dead;among vvhoalf vvas Monſieur Canal one 
of the coundcl, of age 70: yeares, Captaine Van- 
dall, Marc C ambiago, Pier Cabrll, M. Nicholas 
Maſſon,Bandiers, Debols,& ochers:ſome 20.hure. 
Many of the Citizens caryed rliiemſclyes yali- 
antly: and ſomevvomen alſo 'camewith hal- 
III fuccour. The Enemies 
retyring themſelues agaihe to Za Roche, and 
ins their earns, > aboute 400. of 
cheir number,The Duke by poſte haſted back 
to Thuria. lt isalfo to be marke6d;that the lords 
of Berne-hearing tell of ſuch treaſon,lent 400. 
menfar fauccour of the Citie, - - 
This is the very trae diſcoucrie tf rhe ſme of the 

faide interpryſe, which hang nogood greuna, coulde
